2 . It has been decided that the licences issued under the Cotton Textiles Export 
Incentive Scheme and valid for import of Dyes Intermediates as specified in the 
Annexure to Public Notice No. 87 - ITC ( PN ) / 58 , dated the 31st October , 1958 as 
amended from time to time, may be utilised for the import of the following items 
also : - - 

1. Alkyl Benzene; 
2 . Alkyl Phenols; 
3 . Fatty Alcohols ; 
4 . Ethylene Oxide ; 
5 . Poly Glycols ; 
6 . Alkylol Amines ; 
7. Any other item ( s ) can be considered on merits of the individual cases. 
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3 . The importing Mills can sell the above item (s ) to the manufacturers of 
Textile Auxiliaries at a premium of not more than 50 % . The sales , in such cases , 
will, however , be subject to the condition that the transactions should be reported 
with sufficient details as to the description of the items, the quantities and the 
prices involved to the Textile Commissioner , Bombay , within seven days of the 
date of the transaction .
